T . words, as addreſs' d to the people 


of the care taken in the Jewiſb Law to incul- 


cate the duties of humanity and compaſſion to 
the poor. The reaſon or motive, upon which 
they are enforc'd, is not indeed peculiar to that 
people; it takes a wider compaſs, and reaches 
to every age or nation under Heaven: Where- 
ever our enquiry is directed, the ſame truth 
offers itſelf to our reflections, that the poor have 
never yet ceas'd out of the land: The hiſtory 
of thoſe, who have gone before us, exhibits the 
lame variety of miſery, to which human nature 
in this ſtate of weakneſs and imperfection has 


been ever expoſed ; if particular perſons have 


no 
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no reaſon to lament their own ſtate and con- 
dition, ſtill they cannot help ſeeing and ſharing 
in the ſorrows of others; and we ſhall all be 
greatly diſappointed, if we hope to live in a 
world, where there is no poverty or diſtreſs, 
where there is no ſorrow, and where the voice 
of complaint is not heard. 

Taz Gloomy and the Splenetick, from this 
view of the world, have been ſometimes tempted 
to queſtion the Wiſdom and Goodneſs of Provi- 
dence, and to aſk in the language of impatience, 
are not all the Children of the ſame God ? Why 


then is one Veſſel made to Honour, and another to 
Difhonour s Why are the bleſſings of life dealt 


out with ſuch a partial hand, and whilſt one 


Man is rioting in the various bounties of the 
Creation, and enjoying every comfort that can 
fmooth his paſſage thro' life, why is another 
doom'd to labour and ſorrow, and to linger out 
a miſerable Being in pain and poverty? 

To this Objection we have a ready anſwer, 
which admits of no reply : It hath pleas'd the 
great Diſpoſer of all things to ordain this Va- 
riety in the diſpenſations of His Providence: 


And may not He, from whom cometh every gift 


and bleſſing do what He will with his own But 


there is no occaſion to ſeek for an anſwer in the 


abſolute power and dominion of God. There 
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is a Wiſdom to be traced in thoſe diſpenſatious, 
which, perhaps, to the eye of human Reaſon 
may at firſt view ſeem ſtrange and unaccount- 
able; there is a Goodneſs, that ſhines forth even 
in the gloomy: ſcenes of Providence, abundantly 
fufficient to juſtify thoſe ways of God, which 
carry with them the appearance of harſhneſs 
and partiality. 

TRR Occaſion of our aſſembling this day in 
the Houſe of God, cannot but remind us, that 
this Inequality in the lot and condition of men, 
ſtill makes a part in the ſyſtem of the world: 
But we come not here to arraign and cenſure it: 
That Spirit of love and affection, with which 
we are diſpoſed to attend to the diſtreſſes of 
mankind, directs us to a more pleaſing employ- 
ment of our preſent thoughts ; it prompts us 


to conſider what wife ends this variety in the 


conſtitution of the World was deſign'd to an- 
ſwer by that God, who ordain'd it; what care 
at the ſame time has been taken by the kind 
Author of our nature to leſſen the painful 
ſenſe of this inequality, and to ſhew in the ap- 
plication of the whole, how well adapted in every 
view theſe Inſtitutions are to carry on the ſame 
wiſe and benevolent intentions of Providence. 
IT is a Reflection immediately ariſing from 


the nature of Man, and the conſtitution of the

things around Him, that He was intended for 
Society by the God, who made him. Unable 
of himſelf to acquire the neceſſary accommoda- 
tions and comforts of life, much leſs to ſecure 
himſelf in the enjoyment of them, he was led 
by a ſenſe of his own natural weakneſs to ſeek 
that ſupport in the ſocial life, which, in his 
ſingle independant ſtate, his own ** 
taught him was not within the reach of all his 
powers and abilities. Society in this view di- 
rely reſulting from that imperfection, (if I may 
ſo ſpeak) with which man came forth from the 
hands of his Maker, was plainly the ordinance 
and appointment of God, who, at the ſame time, 
that He laid the foundation of it in the conſti- 
tution of Man, muſt be ſuppoſed to have ordain'd 
every thing eſſential to the ſupport of it. 

Look then into the World, and ſee how- the 
caſe ſtands; you will obſerve, that the ſame 
God, who deſign'd Man for Society, hath made 
that diſpoſition of his favours and bleſlings, 
which ſeems beſt calculated to give it ſtrength 
and ſecurity. Hence it is, that the Rich and 
the Poor meet together, each of them filling up 
their reſpective ſtations, each of them diſcharg- 
ing thoſe offices and duties, which are neceſſary 
to the ſupport of the whole Community : Hence 
may we trace that variety in the tempers, the 
| | capacities 
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capacities and inclinations of Men, which lead 
them to different employments, and fit them 
for different ſcenes of life and action: Hence 
again it is, that whilſt the learned and con- 
templative are employed in ſearches after know- 
ledge, thoſe of a lower claſs and of inferior 
abilities are exerciſed in the more laborious of- 
fices of life, ſubmitting to vexations and toils, 
that others may enjoy with more ſafety, eaſe [ 
and pleaſure, a larger ſhare of bleſſings and | 
comforts, | 
IN this view we cannot but admize that cloſe 
connection, that firm bond of Union, which 
directly reſults from this wiſe, this gracious con- 
ſtitution of things: We, in truth, feel that de- 
pendance, which links together every ſtate and 6 
condition of life: We ſee the various ranks 0 
and orders of Men mutually engaged in pro- 1 
moting that harmony and correſpondence, which | 
introduces and preſerves every ſocial bleſling : 
The poor on the one hand, feeling themſelves. 
indebted to the higher ranks of life for pro- 
tection, ſupport and encouragement, whilſt on 
the other, they, whoſe lot has called them to 
more plentiful circumſtances, or a more exalted 
fituation, are forced to acknowledge, that, in 
many inſtances, they could neither have, nor en- 
joy their own. peculiar diſtinctions of rank and 
| fortune, 
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fortune, did not want and a ſenſe of that want 
whet the induſtry of the poor mechanick, call 
forth all his ftrength and ingenuity, and oblige 
him to wear out his powers and faculties in col- 
lecting and preparing thoſe various materials, 
without which the faſhionable elegance and va- 
nity of higher life could not be ſupported. 

Nox does this Divine appointment appear 
Teſs ſuitable to the wiſdom and goodneſs of its 
Author, or leſs worthy of our admiration, when 
we conſider, That this calls forth the virtues, 
which are proper to a ſtate of diſcipline, the 
poor man's patience and reſignation, his con- 
tentment and reliance on the will of Heaven ; 
that it opens to the generous and enlarged heart 
a ſcene for the diſplay of that generoſity, which 
is the moſt pleaſing exerciſe of the ſoul, by giv- 
ing occaſion to exert that humanity and com- 
paſſion, which conſtitutes the happineſs of the 

reat and the wealthy, and is indeed the only 
diltinction, for which a wiſe and a good man 
would envy them; that to this we owe the 
moſt ſhining characters, the moſt exalted ex- 
amples of every uſeful and amiable virtue; and 
that in conſequence of this Divine appointment 
we ſee and experience that mutual exchange of 
good offices, which relieve or remove the ſor- 
rows, and more effectually extend the joys and 
happineſs of life. 
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So graciouſly has the Diſpoſer of all things 
conſulted the general good of his creatures by 
this unequal diſtribution of his bleſſings, there- 
by ordaining * the abundance of ſome for a ſupply 
of the wants of others, and uniting all by that 
common relation, in which the rich and the 
poor ſtand to the ſame Father, to that God, who 
is the Maker of them all. 

Hard indeed may ſeem the lot of thoſe, to 
whom Providence has aſſign'd the painful taſk 
of conſtant labour; who toil for their daily 
bread, that they may at laſt eat it in the ſweat 
of their brows: harder ſtill, when, in the courſe 
of a laborious life, any evil overtakes them, 
which by deſtroying the health and vigour of 
the conſtitution, deprives them of the means of 
ſupporting themſelves and their families, and 
leaves them to drag out the remains of a wretch+ 


ed Being in ſickneſs and pain, ſharpen d by 


diftreſs and poverty. What a ſcene of miſery 
does this open to our view? And can this, it 
may be ſaid, be the appointment of God ? Is 
there no proviſion made by the common Father 
of all to leſſen the ſenſe of 

viate the pain, to adminiſter comfort to the 
wretched in the day of their affliction? There 
is ſuch a proviſion: Look into the heart of 
Man, attend to the voice of Nature and of Rea- 


ſon,

theſe evils, to alle- 
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ſon, or to the expreſs authority of ' God, and 
you will find them all breathing the ſame ſen- 
timents of humanity and compaſſion, and en- 
forcing them in the language of the text, Thou 
ſhalt open thy hand wide unto thy brother, to thy 
poor and to thy needy in the land. 

Tuggz are affections of tenderneſs and hu- 
manity, which were born with us, wrought into 
our frame and conſtitution. The human heart 
is form'd to melt at human misfortunes ; and 
hence the ſight of any object in diſtreſs imme- 
diately affects the tender paſſions; we feel the 
ſorrows of the wretched, and even without 
waiting the {lower admonitions of Reaſon we 
fly to relieve them: Nor is this the effect of 
diſcipline, or the prejudice of education, it is 
the conſtitution: of man, it is the ſympathy of 
nature. 3 4 297821 
_ | SHOULD the heart be harden'd againſt thoſe 

natural feelings, which in moſt caſes plead the 
cauſe of the poor and diſtreſſed with an irre- 
ſiſtable eloquence, thoſe reflections, which Rea- 
ſon calls in to their aid, enforce the ſame duties 
of humanity and compaſſion. For Reaſon di- 
rects us to conſider that general relation, which 
we all bear to each other, as children of the 
ſame God, liable to the ſame infirmities, ſubject 
to that variety of diſtreſs and miſery, which we 
e I ee, 
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ſee, and therefore ought to pity in others, as the 
miſery of our common nature: It reminds us, 
that no ſtate of life is out of the reach of pain 
and ſorrow; that neither wealth, nor dignity 
can give us an exemption from the general lot, 
or ſecure us from taking our ſhare of that weak- 
neſs, which belongs to us as Men; that there 
is no diſorder either of body or mind, no want 
or infirmity, no calamity or diſtreſs, which may 
not ſooner or later be our own portion, and 
therefore demands from us that compaſſion, 
which, in a change of circumſtances, whether 
owing to our own folly, or the common una- 
voidable accidents of human life, we in our 
turn may with all the agony of ſorrow implore 
for ourſelves. 

No does the voice of Reaſon leſs demand 
our attention, when it admoniſhes us to con- 
ſider, what favour and eſteem in the eyes of 
the world, what dignity of character it gives, 
to be employ'd, as the inſtruments of Providence 
in being, as it were, Fathers to the poor, in giv- 
ing eyes to the blind, and feet to the lame, in 
reſtoring them to health and joy, or adminiſtring 
to them that comfort on the bed of ſickneſs, 
which may ſupport them under all their ſor- 
rows. It muſt be a reflection, to which a 
mind conſcious of true honour can never be in- 
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different, that there is no character, which ſo ef- 
fectually commands the admiration, the reve- 
rence, the affections of Mankind, as that of the 
patron of the diſtreſſed, the compaſſionate friend, 
the gencrous e whoſe heart is enlarged 
beyond himſelf, and delights in making all a- 
round him happy. Ts not this character, the 
beſt form'd to win the heart? Is not this, that 
true greatneſs of mind, which makes us the or- 
nament, the bleſſing of the times in which wo 
live, which tranſmits our names with honour 
to poſterity ? 

Nos is this all, diſpos'd as we are. e by Nature, 
and inſtructed by Reaſon, to, open our. hands 
and our hearts to the relief of the poor and 
wretched, we are carried forward with alacrity 
to this labour of love, by that ſelf-enjoyment, 
which ever attends and rewards the exerciſe of 
humanity and compaſſion. 

Fox what indeed can be a more delightful 
enjoy ment to the heart of man, what more ex- 
quiſite pleaſure on this ſide 3 than to ſee 
ourſelves ſurrounded with the bleſſed effects of 
our benevolence; to ſee the poor and the miſer- 
able cloath'd and fed by our bounty; to ſee the 
ſtreams of our love and affection flow with an 
uninterrupted courſe to the various objects of 
diſtreſs and miſery; to ſee the wants, the diſ- 

eaſes,

eaſes, the infirmities of mankind remov'd or al- 
leviated, and a ſcene of chearfulneſs and grati- 
tude on every fide expand and diffuſe itſelf ? 
Let me appeal to you, the true friends and 
lovers of mankind: Has not the happinels, 
which by acts of Kindneſs and generofity you 
communicated to others, immediately become 
your own ? Have you not been ſenſible of a ſe- 


cret Joy ſpringing up in your own breatts, 


whilſt you have becn relieving the voice ot 


diftreſs, and making the afflicted heart ro feng 
for joy? And has not the reflection afterwards 
given you true peace and compoſure of mind, 
that feaft of conſcience, which 1s the moſt wel- 
come conſolation, when every other comfort 
fails? In this, I am ſure, I ſpeak the ſentiments 
of every man, who knows, what it is to ſatisfy 
the hungry ſoul with bread, and cover the na- 


ked with a garment ; who knows what it is, fo 


open his heart to the tender pleadings of com- 
paſſion, to give comfort to him, who lieth fick 
upon his bed, to pour oil into his wounds, and 


by a friendly hand to reſtore him to health 


and happineſs. Words are wanting to deſcribe 


the bleſſed ſtate of a mind, conſcious of having 
made it the great aim and pleaſure of life to 
render others happy : You, my Brethren, feel it 
this day; enjoy it; it is the preſent reward of 

2 your 
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your labours ; cheriſh it; it is the aſſurance of 
your Maker's favour, it is the earneſt of your 


future Joy. 
Jo theſe motives, by which Nature and Rea- 


| ſon call us to the exerciſe of humanity and com- 


paſſion, Religion has added a more awful enforce- 
ment, the expreſs command and authority of 
God. 

In this view, conſider with what a ſpirit of 
tenderneſs the eib Lawgiver extends his re- 
gard to every inſtance of poverty and diſtreſs : 
The ſtranger, the fatherleſs and the widow 
have a diſtinguiſhed place amongſt thoſe, whoſe 
circumſtances, with a more peculiar force, ſol- 
licit the compaſſion of their brethren : * They 
were to eat and be filled, and 10 rejoice before 


the Lord. The annual gleanings of the fields, 


the whole produce of the ſeventh year were 


appropriated to the poor, and in order to ſecure 
to them that kind proviſion, which was neceſ- 
fary for their ſupport and refreſhment, the Law, 
with that humanity, which is one proof of its 
origin from the fountain of love, has declared, 
that He has a claim to the bleſſing of Provi- 
dence, + whoſe heart is not harden'd, nor bis hand 


ſhut from his poor Brother. || If there be among 


you a poor man within any of thy gates in the 


land, which the Lord thy God giveth thee, I thou 
ſhalt

Look to the Goſpel, and the whole ſtrain of | 

it is love, mercy and compaſſion; it was the 
character of the bleſſed Jzsus, the employment 
and pleaſure of his whole life to be doing good : 
His miracles, indeed, as inſtances of his bound- 
leſs power ſtrike us with awe and aſtoniſhment, 
but how do they affect us, when we conſider 
them as the tendereſt expreſſions of his love 
and beneficence to men | To ſupply their wants, 
to cure their diſeaſes, to relieve their miſeries, 
were the proofs He gave, that He came down 
from the Father of mercies, and was deſign'd by 
his example to diffuſe amongſt his followers 
the warmeſt ſentiments of love and affection 
to each other. Agreeably to which it may be 
obſerv'd, that there is no argument, no conſi- 
deration, capable of affecting the human heart, 
which He has not employ'd in His religion to 
enforce the ſame ſpirit of tenderneſs and com- 
paſſion. We are entreated, we are exhorted, we 
are commanded 0 love as Brethren, to remem- 
ber them which ſuffer adverſity, { to put on bowels 
of mercy, & to be pitiful and tender-hearted : And 
we are aſſured for our encouragement, that "0 
will

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will not forget our work and labour of love, but 
ſo proportion our reward, as we have diſcharg'd

IT is no leſs to the honour of our country 
than of our religion, that we can appeal to the 
many exccllent inſtitutions of Charity in this 
Kingdom, which have ſprung from the influence 
of theſe motives; for there is ſcarce any infir- 
mity or diſorder, any accident or diſtemper in- 
cident to the human frame, to which the ſpirit 
of humanity has not in ſome degree apply'd a 
remedy or a relief. 

IT is this Spirit, which takes under its care 
the helpleſs and forlorn Infant; and ſupplies, as 
far as it can, the tenderneſs of the Parent, 

IT is this, which endeavours to fortify the 
young and unexperienced, when they enter into 
life with the beſt principles for their future 
conduct, guards their innocence, and trains 
them up to be diligent, induſtrious, and uſeful 
to ſociety, the ornament and defence of their 
country. [IEF x 

Ir is this Spirit of humanity, which extends 
itſelf to every ſcene of danger and diſtreſs, aid- 
ing and -ſoftening the pangs and ſorrows of 
Nature, reſtoring to the. diforder'd mind its 
native ſtrength and ſoundneſs, with its diſ- 

cipline correcting the idle and the diſſolute,

and ww. nc time with that Charity, which 
hopeth all things, and wiſhes to prevent the 
wzrecchecinels of deſpair, opening a welcome 
retreat, a houſe of refuge to the returning 
ſinner. 

Wir this indulgent care has the benevolent 
Spirit of the preſent age exerted its influence to 
prevent, or at leaſt to mitigate the ſorrows of 
the afflicted, And let it be ſome Comfort to 

us to reflect, that however we may have reaſon to 
lament the decay of many other virtues, that of 
mercy and compaſſion ſtill continues to form 
and adorn our National character. 

TAE works of mercy are indeed as various, 
as the wants and infirmities of mankind ; and 
no good Chriſtian, however he may object to 
any particular ſcheme of Charity, can poſhbly 
in this age want an opportunity of indulging 
his own natural temper and inclination in the 
exerciſe of this virtue: But allow me on this 
Occaſion, without detracting from the merit of 
other excellent deſigns, to expreſs my own par- 
tiality to thoſe inſtitutions, which provide places 
of reception and comfort to ſuch objects, as 
poverty and ſickneſs, the two greateſt natural 
evils of life, recommend to our compaſſion. 

INEED not now enlarge upon the general uti- 
lity of Public Infirmaries: The W 
cen 
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been exhauſted by thoſe, who have gone before 
me upon this occaſion; and it is with pleaſure 
we can now appeal to experience, which has 
abundantly confirm'd, what the wiſhes of the 
" warmeſt hearts could only promiſe at the firſt 
inſtitution of them in this Kingdom. 

OnLy give me leave to obſerve, that they 
are formed upon principles beſt calculated for 
the encouragement of the induſtrious poor, ex- 
cluding by their Rules and Diſcipline the lazy, 
or ſuch as under the falſe appearance of diſtreſs 
might intercept that Charity, which you deſign 
only for real objects of miſery ; that they pro- 
vide for every circumſtance, which may in the 
moſt perfect and ſpeedy manner adminiſter re- 
lief and comfort to thoſe, whoſe caſes require 
it, that they extend their care and compaſſion 
without partiality, receiving applications at 
every hour, and attending to every complaint, 
which from the nature of it will admit of a 

remedy ; and have this ſingular excellency, 
HW that they give to a good man the beſt oppor- 
tunity of enlarging the influence of his huma- 
nity, by enabling him to relieve numbers at the 
the ſame charge, which, with the beſt economy, 
in a private and ſeparate exerciſe of his Charity, 
would perhaps ſcarce be ſufficient to the relief 


of one. 
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Your excellent Deſign has been upon theſe 
occaſions recommended and enforc'd by a par- 
ticular application of theſe ſcyeral general Ob- 
ſervations : I ſhall therefore at preſent confine 
myſelf only to two of them; which regard the 
objects of this Charity, and, what is of great im- 
portance, your care and œconomy in conduct- 
ing it. 

Coxs1DER then, who are the objects. They 
are in general the ſick and the diſeas'd, who 
come to your houſe of mercy, not to impoſe up- 


on your credulity by affecting a miſery and 


wretchedneſs, which they do not feel, but to im- 
plore your compaſſion to their real wants and 
neceſſities, to ſollicit, with the language of un- 
feign d diſtreſs, your aſſiſtance in binding up 
their wounds, and giving medicine to heal their 
ſickneſs. And deſperate indeed in a more diſ- 
tinguith'd manner, would be the caſe of the poor 
and diſtreſs'd in this great and populous city, 


were it not for that kind proviſion, which you 


have tnade for their reception and relief, when- 
ever the day of calamity overtakes them, How 
various mult be the accidental ſcenes of diſtreſs, 
which every day brings with it, and yet in the 
crowd and hurry of buſineſs might paſs unre- 
garded ? How many are there, languiſhing on the 
bed of ſickneſs, confin'd to their obſcure retreats, 
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from whence their complaints cannot be heard, 
and to which therefore the pity and compaſſion 
of the world ſeldom find their way ? How many, 
ſuffering the extremities of pain and poverty, 
and are little known to thoſe, who live around 
them, in the midſt of the pleaſures and enjoy- 
ments of life; but ſurely ſuch objects want only 
to be known, to affect the heart, and to draw 
forth every tender ſentiment of nature to relieve 
them. 

Cons1iDtr them next in the more immediate 
relation they bear to you. They are chiefly the 
poor induſtrious manufacturers, and artificers, to 
whoſe labours, too often the fatal occaſion of all 
their miſery, you are indebted for the various 
comforts and conveniencies of life; or they are 
the mariners in the merchants ſervice, who by 
an unwearied attention to furniſh you with the 
means of making your condition in the world 
more eaſy and happy, or perhaps of indulging 
your vanity and your luxury, have exhauſted that 
ſtrength, from which alone they could hope, even 
in the vigour of health, to provide a moderate 
ſupport for themſelves and their families: In this 
day of their diſtreſs, when ſickneſs, in proportion, 
as it makes larger demands, brings with it a more 
painful experience of their inability to ſupply 
them, that toil and wearineſs, thoſe hazards and 
| 3 dangers, 
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dangers, which they have undergone, (I might 
ſay) in your ſervice, however for your accom- 
modation and delight, muſt ſurely give them a 
diſtinguiſh'd claim to your compaſſion, if the 
eaſe and affluence, which you enjoy, as the hard 
purchaſe of their labours, has not corrupted the 
heart, and made it wholly inſenſible of the pains 
and hardſhips of others. 

Coxs1D6R the objects in a more enlarg'd view: 
whether they have been engag'd in collecting, and 
preparing the natural productions of your own 
country ; or have been expos'd to a varicty of 
dangers, in bringing home trom diſtant nations 
the riches of other countries, in exchange for 
the ſuperfluities of our own ; they are the in- 
ſtruments of that trade and commerce, which is 
the ſource of your wealth, the foundation and 
ſupport of your national greatneſs and proſpe- 
rity; or whether the circumſtances of your 
country may call them forth from mercantile 
engagements to protect your commerce, or to 
defend your laws, your liberties, and your reli- 
gion, the invaluable privileges of a free and 
happy people; they are your guard and ſecurity, 
the natural ſtrength, in which you glory, upon 
whoſe ardor and courage you depend in the 
day of danger: In this view, the diſtreſſes, un- 
der which they or their families languiſh and 
9 2 | implore 
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implore your mercy, ſurely may demand this 
return of gratitude at leaſt, that they may not 
be left without a friendly hand to adminiſter to 
tlieir infirmities, but may experience the tender 
care of the Society engag'd to comfort them on 
the bed of ſickneſs, and reſtore them again to 
the ſervice of the publick : This confideration 
ought to engage the attention of every man, 
who either reflects, how neceſſary they are at 
all times to ſupport the credit, the wealth, and 
every valuable intereſt of a Commercial people, 
or is ſenſible, of what importance it is, at this 
time more particularly, to give health and ſtrength 
to thoſe, who may be drawn forth by the neceſ- 
ſities of war, to exert their national honour and 
bravery in the defence of their Country. I need 
not ſay more to recommend the objects of this 
Charity, they ſpeak for themſelves to the breaſt 
of every man, who feels for his country. 

Tux other conſideration I ſhall mention re- 
gards your care and prudent management in the 
conduct of this Charity. 3 

Uro this head, I mean not to enlarge upon 
thoſe excellent Rules, which were eſtabliſh'd at 
its firſt inſtitution z the improvement you have 
made in them, as experience pointed out the ne- 
ceflity of alterations; or your care and attention 
in ſeeing, them executed with diligence and fi- 

| 2 delity : 
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delity : Theſe facts ſpeak for themſelves, and 
the Jouriſhing ſtate of your Hoſpital confirms 
then : They ſpeak at the ſame time the praiſes 
of thoſe, who have given their time, and their 
thoughts to this labour of love, and who eſteem 
it the moſt honourable employment, which Pro- 
vidence could aſſign to them, to take this inſti- 
tution under their patronage and protection, and 
to watch over every part of it with that zeal, 


prudence, and humanity, which do honour to 


their characters. 

I wouLD only take notice whilſt I am upon 
this ſubject, of one particular circumſtance, which 
ſeems to ſet the economy of this Charity in the 
moſt ſtriking view. 

By the Rules of your Infirmary, every bene- 
factor of thirty guineas at one time, 1s a gover- 
nor for life. Calculate and ſee, what is the re- 
turn made by this Charity for this benefaction. 
I am authoriz'd, upon the exacteſt calculation, 
to affirm, that the return is made by giving pro- 
per food and phyſick, and furniſhing every ac- 
commodation, and comfort, neceſſary to reſtore 
health and eaſe, to no leſs than twenty miſerable 
objects within the walls of your Hoſpital X.

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Let any man, with the beſt economy, try what 
he can do with the ſame ſum in a private exer- 
ciſe of his compaſſion, and how ſoon will he 
find, that he barrel of meal will be waſted 
and the cruſe of oil fail, before half that num- 
ber feel the benefit of the application, even 
where neither {kill nor honeſty are wanting to 
attend and perfect the cure. And this is ſure a 
circumſtance, which every good man may and 
ought to attend to: For tho' a minute ceconomy 
in the management of our domeſtick affairs of- 
ten ſprings from, or creates a contracted ſelfiſh 
turn of mind, that deadens benevolence, and is 
unfriendly to charity; yet economy, as it is 
here employ'd in the ſervice of charity itſelt, 

expreſſes the warmth and activity of that bene- 
volence, from whence it proceeds; and in pro- 
portion, as it is exercis'd with a more ſcrupulous 
exactneſs, multiplies the fruits of beneficence, by 
extending them to a greatcr number of diſtreſs d 
objects. 

ExqQuiRE now and ſee, what have been the ef- 
fects of that care and compaſſion, which, under 
this your prudent conduct, your Infirmary has 
apply d to relieve the various diſtreſſes of your 
fellow- creatures. The report of the laſt year 

will inform you, that from the firſt opening of 
this Hoſpital in the year 1740, you have in ſome 


meaſure

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meaſure been the happy means of contributing 
to the relief and comfort of more than 128, 000 
miſerable objects; who, by ſickneſs, or the va- 
rious accidents attending a laborious liſe, were 
become a burden, inſtead of a bleſſing and a 
ſupport to their families. Some, whoſe com- 
plaints and infirmities ſtill allow'd them to take 
a ſhare in the buſineſs of the world, you reliev'd 
by your advice, and by medicines proper to their 
reſpective maladies: Others, whoſe circum- 
ſtances of diſtreſs were more affecting, more 
helpleſs in themſelves, and at the ſame time re- 
quiring a more conſtant attention and a ſtricter 
regimen, you receiv'd within your hoſpitable 
walls, gave them every comfort, which the kind 
hand of Charity could adminiſter, nurs'd them 


with care and tenderneſs, attended to their com 


plaints with experience and humanity, binding 


up their wounds, and ſtrengthening them on the 


bed of tanguiſhing, not only with food and phy- 
ſick ſuited to their diſorders, but to complete 
the amiable character of a truly chriſtian cha- 
rity, have made this their retreat from the noiſe 
and hurry of the world anſwer the beſt of pur- 
poſes, their improvement in the ways of virtue 
and religion. And reflect with that joy, which 
is the higheſt indulgence to the benevolent 
heart, that they are return'd again to their la-

bours, not with that weakneſs and infirmity, 

which heighten'd every other diſtreſs, but with 
that health and alacrity, which ſpreads a ſcene 
of chearfulneſs around them; not with that 
thoughtleſs inſenſibility, that deplorable igno- 
rance of their duty, which, it is to be feared, is 
too generally the unhappy lot of the lower claſs 
of our people; but with ſuch leſſons of inſtruc- 
tion, ſuch an improv'd temper of mind, as may 
diſpoſe them to the beſt employment of that 
health and ſtrength, which the Providence of 
God aſlifting and bleſſing your charitable la- 
bours has reſtor'd to them; and, in the future 
courſe of their lives, may be of the greateſt im- 
portance to confirm to them, that health and 
ſoundneſs of mind, which alone can give a value 
to every other blefling. In this reſpect happy 
may it have been for many of thoſe poor objects, 
that their bodily diſtreſſes have brought them 
within the reach of your care and compaſſion, 
fince that ſeriouſneſs, that regularity, that ſenſe 
of duty to God and man, which the day of 
their adverſity, the moſt favoiiratite for religious 
inſtruction, may have impreſs d upon their minds, 

or their friendly monitor has been watchful to 
recommend to them, may in the event prove the 
beginning of their reformation, and the ſureſt 
guard of their future conduct: A circumſtance, 


which 
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which in a peculiar manner diftinguiſhes the 
excellency of this kind of charity, as it ſhews 
the true Spirit of Chriſtian Benevolence, not con- 
fin'd merely to give eaſe and relief to the pre- 
ſent infirmities of mankind, or to make them 
paſs more comfortably thro' the gloomy ſcenes 
of a ſhort and momentary life ; but extending 
its concern beyond the grave, and making a pro- 
viſion for their happineſs in a world, which will 
laſt for ever. 

WagRku'p and animated with this view of con- 
tributing, in ſo eſſential a manner, to the com- 
fort and happineſs of thouſands, you firſt laid 
the Foundation of this Inſtitution, and have all 
along exerted a becoming zeal in the ſupport of 
it: And let it ever be mention'd to your ho- 
nour, that, even in the courſe of a long and ex- 
penſive war, which neceſſarily makes larger de- 
mands, and generally at the ſame time obſtructs 
that trade and commerce, which is the principal 
ſource for ſupplying them, the ſtreams of your 
Charity ſtill flow'd free and uninterrupted. It 
does not indeed become us to enter too minute- 
ly into the Reaſons of the Divine Proceedings; 
but may we not with humility preſume, that 
theſe and ſuch like Works of Mercy and Benefi- 
cence, which are the diſtinguiſhing glory of our 
country, have been a welcome facrifice to the 

E Almighty, 
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Almighty, have pleaded our cauſe, when we 
have made . our appeal. to Heaven, and in the 
day of danger + have fought for us againſt our 
Enemies better than a mighty ſhield and a flrong 
ſpear ? And may we not indulge the pleaſing 
expectation, that the ſame God will ſtill go on 
to guard and protect us; and that, as He 
has hitherto in many fignal inſtances, || given 
Arength to his people, He will alſo in his due 
time give them the bleſſing of Peace?

The Society for carrying on this laudable and moſt uſeful Undertak- General 
ing, is by his Majeſty's Charter, bearing Date the 3d of November, 17 58, Frame, and 
further confirmed, and declared to be a Body corporate, by the Name of Regulation of 

The Governors of the London Hoſpital, and to conſiſt of ſuch Noblemen* vis Society.

Proper Diet for the Patients has been ſettled 
by the Phyſtcians and Surgeons engaged in this Charity, and is fixed up 
in the Wards for the Satisfaction of the Patients and their Friends.
